Poliomyelitis. 



Consul Fuller reports November 17: 

Poliomyelitis has been prevalent in Sweden during the present year. 
The total number of cases reported from May 1 to October 15 was 
2,390, of which 339 cases occurred in towns. The greatest number of 
cases occurred in Jonkoping County, in the consular district of 
Gothenburg. The first case in the city of Gothenburg occurred in 
August and, to November 17, 5 cases were reported, the last case 
in the city being reported November 12. Five cases were brought to 
Gothenburg for treatment. The disease has not been confined to 
children but has attacked many adults. The origin of the outbreak 
has not been determined. 



TUNIS. 



status ol Cholera. 



The following information was received from the ministry of foreign 
affairs at Paris: 

During the period from October 23 to 31, 779 cases of cholera were 
reported in the Regency of Tunis and during the period from Novem- 
ber 1 to 8, 520 cases. The cities of Tunis and Beja were officially 
declared free from cholera NoA^ember 3 and the city of Bizerta 
November 4. 

From November 9 to 15, 291 deaths from cholera were reported in 
the civil jurisdiction of Tunis.
